This is in response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed 
February 2, 2010 (Paper No. 20100127). 

The Examiner has required restriction between the following species in the above- 
identified application: 

First species election requirement: 

Species A: ordered array formed in the absence of a ligand of a water insoluble 

membrane protein. 

Species B: ordered array formed in the presence of a ligand of a water insoluble 

membrane 

Second species election requirement: 

Species C: appropriate packing density that is below a critical density point 
Species D: appropriate packing density that is above a critical density point. 
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Accordingly, Applicant hereby elects Species B between species A and B for continued 
examination, with traverse. Claims 1, 4-6, 8, 63-64, 67-71, 74, and 88-89 encompass the elected 
species. 

Applicant further elects Species C between species C and D for continued examination, 
with traverse. Claims 1, 4-6, 8, 63, 67, 69, 74, 77-78, and 80-89 encompass the elected species. 

It is Applicant's understanding that the above election is for search purposes only and 
that additional species will be entitled to consideration in the event that a generic claim is found 
to be allowable (see page 3, 1st paragraph of the Restriction Requirement). Applicant reserves 
the right to traverse the restriction between the aforementioned species in this or a continuing 
application. Applicant further reserves the right to pursue the non-elected species in one or more 
divisional applications. 

The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any deficiency in the fees filed, 
asserted to be filed or which should have been filed herewith (or with any paper hereafter filed in 
this application by this firm) to our Deposit Account No. 12-0080, under Order No. FMI- 
001RCE2. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully requested that the restriction requirement be withdrawn, 
and that all of the claims presently pending in this application be examined. 
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
